They 
have been hardened by frost and snow, and 
most of them have been tested in even 
more severe climates in Washington, Utah, 
Missouri, Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Massachusetts. 


In selecting varieties to offer our custom- 
ers throughout the United States, we have 
concentrated on  well-branched varieties 
which will remain in bloom in your garden 
from four to six weeks. Our bloom season 
begins early in March and extends well 
into June: a three month flower show in a 
natural setting. You will want to come 
back again and again, and you are al- 
ways welcome. 


May we take this opportunity to thank 
the many customers who have written to 
us expressing their satisfaction in the qual- 
ity of stock received from us, and their 
thanks for the extras. 


We are moving our garden this fall, so 
won't you take advantage of some of the 
wonderful specials we are offering and 
plant some of our iris for us, so we won't 
have so many to move.
